Fatherland.” “We wonder that he did not 
put the latter first. It is the final con- 
demnation of Germany's Colonial policy 
that she prostituted even Christianity to the 
interests of kultur. | 

Let us recall some of the manifestations 
of kultur in Germany's Colonies, In 
South-West Africa it took the form of a 
brutal oppression which produced the 
Herrero rebellion. In the Cameroons 
it was responsible for the atrocities, 
perpetrated on the natives by the 
retreating German troops, which were 
described in General Cunliffe’s despatch. 
It is a fact by no means without 
significance that no single one of the Ger- 
man Colonies before the war was paying 
its own way; all alike were a charge, and 
a heavy charge, on the Imperial Exche- 
quer. The explanation, of course, is that 
the Germans did not possess the colonising 
genius of the British or French, and hed 
no such exalted conception of a Colonial 
policy. It would be absurd to deny that 
almost all European Powers have treated 
their subject races badly at one time or 
another ; but at least it may be said that 
Great Britain and France have mado it 

leir aim to develop their African pos- 

ssions for the benefit of the natives and 
not for their own benefit. What was the 
exception in their case was the rule in Ger- 
many s. Her consistent aim was the ex- 
ploitation of the African territories and 
their peoples in her own interest. To her 
the white man's burden meant nothing; 
her Colonies were either places where the 
white man could profit by imposing 
burdens on the black man or, like South- 
West Africa, strategic points unashamedly 
threatening her neighbours’ possessions. 
The interests of the natives and the security 
of the Allies’ Colonies alike require the 
end of Germany's Colonial Empire. Its 
annexation will add nearly a million 
square miles to the Allies’ territory, and 
of this vast area the lion's share will 
necessarily fall to the British Empire. 
Ising tao is at Japan's disposal. French 
forces assisted in the conquest of Togo- 
land, and French and Belgian in the con- 
quest of the Cameroons. A large part, 


to our Allies, and Belgian territory may 
possibly be extended also from the Congo 
into East Africa, where the Belgian con- 
tingent has taken a notable share in the 
campaign. But Germany's possessions in 
the Pacific will pass unchallenged to 
the Australasian Governments which con- 
quered them. South-West Africa is as 
clearly destined for incorporation in the 
Union of South Africa.” Most important 
of all, the addition of Fast Africa to the 
sritish Empire will complete the chain 
of British territory down the whole length 
ol the Continent—will realise the vision of 
an “all-red route” from Cairo to 
Cape. The transfer to British rule of Ger 
many's lost Empire in Africa enormously 
enhances the possibilities oí that creat 
scheme of Imperial development which we 
described on Tuesday.

The Tillage Scheme. 


The Royal Dublin Society's deputation 
approakhed the Department of Agricul- 
ture in an admirable spirit yesterday, 
and Mr. T. W. Russell and his col- 
leagues met it frankly and fairly. 
The result was a discussion which threw 
a good deal of light on the tillage 
scheme, and, as we think, will improve its 
prospects of success, The deputation re 
quired, and received, information on 
several important points. Its first ques- 
tion raised the vital matter of exemptions. 
We have criticised strongly the extension 
of the time-limit for exemptions till the 
25th March—a date after which ploughing 
and sowing for the present year will be 
impossible. If this provision. is not to 
wreck the whole scheme, it is obvidus that 
holders of arable land must know their 
fate long before the 25th March. The 
deputation asked for immediate inspection 
of all eligible holdings by practical and 
competent men. Mr. Russell replied that 
the inspectors are already at work, that 
their reports will be submitted “ very 
soon, and that final judgment will be 
given by the Department and its Advisory 
Comihittee, In other words, there will 
be a court of appeal from the 
decisions of the inspectors. In this 
matter excessive zeal would do quite as 
much harm as excessive slackness. The 
man who ought to plough must be com- 
pelled to plough, but the man who can 
serve his country better by producing beef 
or mutton or by breeding horses ought not 


perhaps the whole, of these areas will pass | 


sorry that Mr. Russell was not examined 
on this subject yesterday. He has ex 
pressed the hope that Ireland will till 
1,200,000 acres in 1917, in addition to 
the 2,300,000 acres which were under 
tillage last year. It will be the Depart- 
ment’s duty, within the next few weeks, 
to distribute throughout Ireland the sup- 
plies of labour, machinery, manures, and 
seeds without which these 1,200,000 acres 
cannot be tilled at all. The country has 
received no satisfactory assurance that the 
thing will be done. There is to-day, we 
are told, a famine of. horses for agricul- 
tural work. There is an admitted searcity 
of essential manures. Mr. Russell says 
that the North Wali has been “ crowded” 
of late with farming machinery, but, so 
far as we know, no adequate system of 
distribution has been organised. Above 
all, the labour problem is still unsolved. 
A great gulf is still fixed between the 
farmers’ offer and tha labourers’ demand. 
No attempt has been made to fix a 
minimum wage for labour, or even to 
establish local tribunals which might 
arrive at some agreement on the subject. 
The Department, very properly, puts on 
the dissentuig farmer the onus of proving 
that his lands ought to be exempted. The 
farmer will seek, with some reason, to put 
on the Department the onus of proving 
how those lands can be tilled without 
labour or manure. This question will 
assume urgent importance when the De- 
partment has to give judgment presently on 
the thousands of claims for exemption 


heartily with Mr. Russell that “we must 
have the food, and for that reason we 
invite the Department to make a clear and 
early statement of its plans for the supply 
of materials and labour.

In 1811 the 
eastern boundary of France extended from 
the Baltic at Lubeck to the Mediterranean 
just north of Gaeta, and, in addition, 
‘Napoleon controlled the policy of Prussia 
and the minor German States, of Switzer- 
land, of Spain, of Naples, and, to some 
extent, of Austria. In fact, he was 
master of all Europe save Russia, Turkey, 
and the United Kingdom. Yet four years 
later the war-map of 1811 had melted 
away, and the man who had drawn it was 
in St. Helena. Frosit omen. : 

It is probable that there will be a dis- 
cussion before very long on the proposals 
of the Speaker's Committee on Electoral 
Reform, for the life of the present Parlta- 
ment, unless further prolonged, must 
come to an end in April—or in less than 
three months. The Prime Minister, there- 
fore, may find it necessary, in making pro- 

als for the extension of the lite of 
Gisliament, to state what steps the Govern- 
ment intends to take regarding the future 
of the franchise. Several of the proposals 
in the recommendations would require 
legislation before they could be adopted, 
and legislation of a kind that would not 
be very speedy. : 

There are one or two little points in 
the proposals of the Speaker a Committee 
that specially interested me. They re- 
commend, inter alia, that the boundaries 
of Parliamentary constituencies shall, as 
coincide with the 
boundaries of administrative areas. I 
well remember the outery which arose 
after the redistribution scheme of 1885, 
when it was found that the Borough of 
Chelsea had been made to include a dis- 
trict called Kensal Town, lying miles 
away to the north of it, and having no 
physical or ether connection with it. It 
was freely asserted that this strange piece 
of jerrymandering had adopted in 
order to secure the late Sir Charles Dilke's 
seat for the Liberal Party. If so, it was 
not long successful, for Chelsea has re- 
turned 2 Conservative at nearly every elec- 
tion since 1886. i
